Deal puts cultural 
quarter a step ahead 


PLANS for an exciting 
new cultural quarter in 
Woolwich have moved 
a step closer with a new 
partnership between 
the royal borough and 
one of the UK’s top arts 
organisations. 

The council will be working 
with Dash Arts to create a 
brand new multi-purpose 
performance arts centre on 
the Royal Arsenal in a unique 
and attractive setting on the 
banks of the River Thames. 

Dash Arts is an international 
award-winning group with 
a world-wide reputation for 
producing theatre, dance, 
music and art events in 
collaboration with exceptional 
artists from around the world.

The new partnership was 
confirmed with the signing of 
an agreement between the two 
last week. When opened, the 
new centre will be a cultural 
hub, boasting international 
theatre, music, dance, art, film 
and food, attracting thousands 
of visitors to the area. 

The new cultural centre, based 
in building which currently 
houses the Firepower! Royal 
Artillery Museum, is part 
of the royal borough’s plans 
to enhance tourism and the 
arts which already contribute 
£1.2bn to the local economy 
each year and supports more 
than 16,000 jobs. 

The new partnership is the 
latest in a series of plans 
to establish the 
Cultural Quarter 
at Woolwich as 
London’s newest 
cultural destination.

Concern about the state of our roads 


HAVING just read Greenwich Time (no 382) 

I am furious to read the council tax is due to 
be increased. I live in the forgotten part of 
Royal Greenwich that being New Eltham/ 
Chislehurst borders. We rarely see a road 
sweeper, our pavements only ever get sub 
standard repairs after much complaining and 
my road has never been resurfaced in the 30 
years that I have lived in the borough. 

In early January Royal Greenwich sent out 
a team of road workers to re paint the lines 
on our back streets but if you look closely 
at the lines painted in my road (Charldane 
Road) you'll see it was a wasted exercise as 
the road needs to be completely resurfaced 
first! I would be pleased to see if Greenwich 
Time can get things done in our part of the 
borough where the vast majority of residents 
pay their council tax and do not ask for much 
more than the basics.

WE have lived in Eltham since September 
1968. We have reported the condition of 
our road and footpaths but they seem to do 
everywhere else and not us. The footpath is 


very bad, particularly when you have bad legs. 
Perhaps GT can pass this on to the person in 
charge and we hope to get something done.

• A council spokesperson said: "All roads 
are regularly inspected so we can repair 
the most serious defects but a recent 
inspection of the roads and paths where 
these residents live found no serious 
defects. Despite budget challenges the 
council is investing over £5m to improve 
over 100 local roads and we are spending 
the money on the roads that are in the 
worst condition. At the same time road 
markings are also very important for road 
safety reasons and so we have a separate 
programme of re-painting them."

A NEW baking class is the best thing since 
sliced bread according to pupils at Charlton 
Manor. 

They got a taste of how to make nourishing 
traditional bread from an expert in the first of 
a new baking session at the school last week. 

Graham Penn, who runs the Charlton- 
based Learning Loaf baking academy, gave 
the masterclass in the art of bread-making 
as the latest event in the school's healthy 
eating initiatives. 

Charlton Manor has signed up to the 
Good Food in Greenwich charter, and has 
organised workshops and presentations, 
with speakers who have included chef 
Raymond Blanc and entrepreneur Levi Roots. 

The Good Food in Greenwich partnership 
was set up a year ago to promote healthy 
cooking, reduce waste, and make Royal 
Greenwich a more sustainable borough. 
Good Food in Greenwich runs workshops 
to encourage people to eat a healthier and 
more affordable diet 

Headteacher Tim Baker said: "Children here 
do a lot of cooking already, and this session 
builds on what they learn in our award- 
winning garden where they grow things like 
oranges, herbs, salad and figs. They thought 
baking was very exciting, and were very 
interested in finding out how bread was made. 


They loved kneading and proving the dough." 
Six-year-old Elizabeth Bray said: "I liked 
getting my hands messy because that is 
what cooking is all about - the dough was 
really squishy." And classmate Kenyechi 
Nworah, seven, said: "I liked mixing the milk 
with the other ingredients because it was 
fun. I liked kneading the dough." 

The Learning Loaf baking academy was 
born out of artisan bakery 'The Honest Loaf', 
which was set up to teach communities 
how to bake wholesome sourdough bread. 
It's run as a social enterprise by former 
photographer Graham Penn, who is the 
fourth generation of his family to go into 
baking, and former home economics teacher 
Maxine Room. 

Graham said: "I have also done classes at 
Rockliffe Manor and Plumstead primary 
schools, and going into schools gives us the 
opportunity to get children baking and show 
young people how easy it is, so hopefully 
they will make their own bread in the future." 

• Graham will be running more baking 
classes for children and adults at Charlton 
Manor on February 20 and March 19.

A FORMER caretaker’s house at 
Wyborne Primary School in New 
Eltham has been modernised and 
converted to provide much-needed 
extra space for pupils, family visits 
and community ‘outreach’ activities. 

Both the house and the school date back 
to Victorian times, and space was limited. 
So when caretaker 
Bob Morton retired as 
premises manager, his 
old home was given a full 
make-over. 

Cathryn Hawkins, 

Wyborne’s business 
manager, told GT: “It is 
massively useful. It is now 
a self-contained part of 
premises that we can use 
as an inclusion centre for 
one-to-ones, counselling 
and supporting small 
groups of children in 
privacy. It can also be 
used as a training room 
for staff and visiting staff 
from other schools. 

“Wyborne is an old 
Victorian school which 


has enough classrooms, but we needed to 
be able to take small groups of children 
out of class for additional support. We 
were always stretched to find room for 
this and for staff meetings. The house 
has now been completely refurbished, 
repainted and provided with new 
furniture.” 

The school hosted an official opening 
ceremony for its refurbished school 
house last month. Guests included Mr 
Morton, Eltham Clive Efford MP, Mayor

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New ward budget funds green spaces 


PLANS for a £1 5,000 investment that will see 
a series of green initiatives and tree planting 
in Eltham South Ward have been given the 
go-ahead by the council. 

The project is part of the royal borough's 
ambitious Ward Budget Scheme which helps 
improve local communities for the benefit of 
residents. 

The project will see hedge, shrub and tree 
planting taking place in three locations 
around the Avery Hill Estate, significantly 
improving the green space available to local 
residents. 

The work will include a consultation of local 


people on the designs of the green spaces to 
ensure that the estate's residents get the best 
out of them as communal areas in the future. 

The council will deliver the project 
alongside Trees for Cities, a charity that 
works with communities to plant trees in 
urban areas. The charity is also matching the 
council's funding for the initiative. 

The new council fund, called the Ward 
Budget Scheme, means that councillors 
are able to spend up to £30,000 in each of 
the borough's 17 wards over the four-year 
administration. 

The scheme for Eltham South was put 


forward by ward councillors Matt Clare, Mark 
Elliott and Nuala Geary. 

Speaking on behalf of all the ward 
councillors, Cllr Matt Clare said: "We want 
to deliver permanent improvements to the 
largest number of residents as possible. 

"These projects will enhance views from 
scores of flats in Ospringe and Thannington 
Courts. 

"For Wooton House residents who already 
have a great track record of gardening it will 
give more privacy and a green barrier from 
Anstridge Road." 

Cllr Mark Elliott added: "Trees and shrubs 


improve air quality and are proven to play 
a role in better mental wellbeing. We look 
forward to the planting being completed and 
hope it will inspire similar projects on our 
estates." 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the leader of the 
council who is responsible for signing off the 
projects, said: "The Ward Budget Scheme is 
designed to be as flexible as possible, helping 
to enhance local communities and promote 
civic pride. 

"It is not designed to benefit an individual 
or a small group of people, but instead is 
aimed at the wider community or community 
organisations." 

The Estate Greening Initiatives in Eltham 
South Ward is due to be delivered by the end 
of March.

30 years their latest venture, 
SMaRT garage services, is 
pioneering new ways of helping 
people gain the confidence and 
skills to look for work.” 

She added: “I would highly 
recommend that anyone

Young artist's work makes 
competition final

A PAINTING by a 
Thamesmead teenager 
which depicts the energy of 
London’s streets has been 
shortlisted in a national 
competition. 

The piece by 16-year-old 
Olegs Korolov, a sixth former 
at Woolwich Polytechnic, is 
one of the final 20 artworks 
that have been selected for the 
2016 Saatchi Gallery/Deutsche 
Bank Art Prize for Schools. 

Entitled The Energy in 
London, Olegs created the 
painting as part of his fine 
art A Level coursework and 
described it as “a depiction of 
energy and movement in the 
city, derived from the idea of 
using light to mimic human 
movement”. 

He said: “It came from an 
idea of exploring movement 
and how the city affects it. 

“The piece was created in 
a very kinetic manner, with 


a lot of physical effort going 
into replicating the energy 
through my own small scale 
movement to get the desired 
balance of pigment.” 

Olegs’ painting will join 
the other finalists in an 
exhibition at the Saatchi 
Gallery, in Chelsea where 
renowned artists such as 
Damien Hirst and Tracey 
Emin also exhibit. 

“It is a great honour to have 
my piece exhibited among 
artistic legends at the Saatchi 
Gallery,” Olegs said. 

The exhibition opens on 
March 3 when the winners 
will be announced. The 
winner of the secondary 
school category stands to 
win £5,000 for their school’s 
art department and £1,000 for 
themselves. 

Around 20,000 young 
artists from 54 countries 
submitted artwork for the 
competition.

ATHREE-year plan has been 
drawn up to develop young 
disabled swimmers in the 
borough so they can take 
part in high-level competitive 
swimming tournaments. 

It is being led by Greenwich 
Leisure Ltd's sports 
development team, and is 
supported by the British 
Swimming organisation. 

It follows the success of the 
Royal Greenwich Paragames 
Swimming Squad, which 
came from nowhere to 
achieve a second in last year's 
London Youth Games. 

The squad, made up of 
Daniel Chilton, Luke Woolner, 
George Ball, Jack Gilliam and 
Joshua Baker were trained 
by team manager Sheila 
Humphreys at Charlton Park 
Academy. They also trained 
twice a week at the Eltham 
Centre under the watchful 
eye of joint team manager 
and team coach Gill Beager. 

Gill's competitive coaching 
experience had an immediate 
effect and the squad vastly 
improved techniques and 
times.
